So for 
yem-.s this devoted .Soldier wore her 
niiiforni nnd m.iintained her allegiance 
lo The Army, always hoping that i( 
would be possible soine day tor the 
Corps to be re-opened. 

Her heart's desire was realized a 
little over six years ago, when once 
more the Flag was unfurled and Om- 
ecrs appointed to Oakville. "Grand-

NONE of you need think that be- 
cause the whole of my life has 
been spent in the business of 
religion that I know nothing about 
business itself. On the contrary, I 
have had a great deal to do with 
successful business men. Some of 
my intimate friends have been Sir 
William MacArthur; T. A. Denny (of 
"Denny's Irish"); Samuel Morley, 
the founder of the great firm of 
I. &. R, Morley; John and Richard 
Cory, the coal people of Cardiff; Mr. 
Armitage, of "Famley Iron"; Frank 
CroKBley, of Crossley's Engines, 
Manchester; tieorge Kerririg, tr.d 
Cecil Rhodes. 

The thing that impressed me most 
about these men was themselves. A 
fact w'iach. reminds me of the well- 
knowni story how a teacher, after 
.spending con.sldcrable time in explain- 
ing to the children the varied parts 
of a motor, asked them: "Now, boys, 
which is the most important part of 
a motor car?" Like a flash came 
the answer from uuc of them: "The 
driver, sir!" 

That is exactly the truth. 

About these men 1 have mentioned, 
and many others I have met, there 
was "power," which, 1 think, where- 
evcr you had placed them, would 
have made its mark. That will be 
true, of course, of you as well as of 
them. You are the driver, and, what- 
ever you have to do, your business is 
to drive, and drive well. 

Drive Well 

One thing is certain; you will have 
to drive, or be driven 1 Yes, the most 
important part about the motor car 
of your career is the driver. 

Cecil Rhodes left behind him a 
number of documents, and in one of 
them he had written these words: 
"If there be a God, and if He does 
care, then the most important thing 
in the world for me is to find out 
what He wants mc to do, and then 
go and do it." 

"Go and do it!" That is what busi- 
ne.ss is. It is "getting busy" — doing 
something more than thinking about 
it; getting it done. 1 remember that 
one morning 1 was an early caller at 
my father's Clapton house, and found 
him brushing his hair with ferocious 
energy. 

"Bramwcll," he cried, "did you 
know that men slept out all night on 
the bridges?" He had seen them 
that midnight. 

"Ye.s," 1 replied. "A lot of poor 
fellows do that!" 

"Then you ought to be ashamed of 
yourself to have known it and to hare 
done nothing for them!" 

Do Something 

1 began to speak of the difficulties 
of taking up all sorts of Poor Law 
•work. But he waved iTie aside. 

"Go and do something! We must 
do .something! Get hold of a ware- 
house and warm it, and find some- 
thing to cover them!" 

Now that is what I mean. It is 
useless to hope you are going to dn 
great things unie.s.s you start. Get 
busy. Go and do something. 

Yes, and look here! Let it be in- 
dependent work. When our Array 
began to develop an Intetnational 
Organi2ation we came tip against 
large questions about International 
law and foreign customs. To gain 



knowledge of them most people would 
have used experts. But not my 
father. Nor would he allow me. He 
would charge me to go right into the 
subject myself, research as these ex- 
perts had, and then bring him the 
facts. 

I suggest that in every bit of busi- 
nes.'; and work you have to do you 
should try to get hold of it from 
your own point of view in the same 
way. There i.s a great deal too much 
of accepting theories and adopting 
customs. 

If you "roll the old chariot along," 
it need not be on a rutted roiid. We 
often had to do it on tracks that were 
scarcely a road at all. It does not 
matter much what circumstances you 
find yourself in; you can make some- 
thing of them. There is a story -jf 
one of our Canadian Officers, who, 
when she was pelted with eggs, dis- 
covered that the eggs were quite 
good and, deftly catching some of 
them, she presently turned them into 
omelettes. 

Adaptability 

The next thing that will bo sure to 
be necessarj' for any successful 
driver of his"lifc-car wU be adapta- 
bility. That fact had to be illus- 
trated in our own development. 
Think of my father and the way in 
which he took off the buttons one by 
one. He was a minister, and at first 
it was hateful to divest himself of 
his clerical clothing and umbrella, an.l 
come right downi to the people as one 
of them.selves. But he did it! 

It was very annoying to him to 
find that sonic of his converts were 
better preachers than he was; he 
thought a good deal, and rightly, of 
his old .sermons, But he said: "It's 
clear 1 must bum them!" And he 
did it. 

Then he tried to run The Army by 
meetings of representatives. They 
wasted a lot of time in discussion, 
and at last it appeared to them that 
it could be better run hy one man, 
from headquartans. He did not like 
assuming such responsibility. But it 
had to be done. So he did it! 

Implicit Obedience 

Next cropped up the question of 
uniform, and organising the work on 
military lines. It had to be done. He 
did it! Next came the question of 
the employment of Bands, and the 
adoption of .song tunes for hjTnns. 
He saw how they appealed in other 
ways, and he determined to use their 
appeal for our purposes. Yes, what- 
ever would catch the eye and the 
ear; whatever was found of use else- 
where, he laid his hands on and 
adapted to our own use. 

Another thing you will have to 
learn, and that is the lesson of im- 
plicit obedience to your superiors. 
You cannot always see eye to eye, 
perhaps, with those above you, and 
it is difficult to put your whole soul 
into v-ork on lines with which you 
disagree; but while you are in the 
position where yoii are, cheerful and 
disciplined obedience is the thing for 
you. 

If only you have a flame of sym- 
pathy and earnestness burning in 
your soul it will help you to make a 
religion of business.

(ive nands and about two hundred 
onicers and Holdlcrs gatliercd at the 
hislorie spot for a monster Open-air, 
whieli was followed by a march 
IhrmiKli the hiisliie.ss streets and a 
united Hand Festival In tl)o Masonic 
Hall. 

An amlienee ot over one thousand 
cathered In this splendid andltoriiiin 
and listened with sustained pleasure 
In a proRrarn provided hy the Bands 
ironi [,ondon I and III, Stratford, St. 
T'liiinias and ^Voodstock. 

The, Commissioner presided and 
ki^pi cveiyoue on the "qui vlve" right 
ihriiuKh. from the ojfieiiiug aong, for 
(lie last verse of which ho conducted 
I he mneeed Bands hlmselr, until the 
nenertlctlon, ho was "on the Job" every 
minute and the Interest never (lagged. 

There were several hundred non- 
.'Salvationists present and the Com- 
luIsBloner made much of the oppor- 
tunity of Elving thetn Bome intonna- 
•ion about Army Bands throughout 
tlie world. 

Every Band did its psrt splendidly 
and all were appreciated by the audi- 
ence. The Hawaiian music hy a trio 
of London I Bandsmen was ratier a 
novelty. The smaller Bands used the 
Second Series music with splendid 
offeet and we worn reminded that 
much of this series Is the product of 
tlie genius of The Army's lending com- 
posers.

The Ccuncils 

Londoners stared on Sunday morn- 
ing ,nt the .sfgbt of groups of Army 
flaiidsmen making their way to the 
.Mexnnder School, where the Connells 
were held. In a very convenient hall. 
Just large enough to aceommodale 
Ihoni uonifortably. and flooded with 
warm Spring sunshine, ahout one 
hundred and fifty Bandsmen gathered 
to listen 10 words of coiiusel from 
The Commissioner and to unite in a 
finest for light and power to serve 
Ct<h1 more aecoptahly. They had not 
iiiilv come from the London Corps, 
Init from many places ontslde the 
f'ity. Woodslnrl;, St. Thomas and 
Slratrord Bands were there as units. 
while delrgales from InKcraoIl, Lis 
towel. Petrolln. Sarnia. .=;(. Mary's and 



W'ingham had come to receive bleas- 
iuR to ho carried hack to these var- 
ious centres, and there was one 
visitor from Hamilton. 

The Commissioner was assisted all 
day by Colonel Morchcii. Lt-Colonel 
.Sannder.s. Brigadier Burton. Staff- 
Captain Wright and a number of other 
OfUcers Irom the city and other Corps 
of the Division. 

The morning session was graeod by 
the prosenec of Mrs. Brigadier Bnr 
ton. Mrs. StaiT-Captain Wright and 
Adjutant Wigle, Matron of Bethesda 
Hospital; but for the rest of the day 
the men had it nil to them.selves. 
Throiighniit Ibo day, particularly val- 
uable ■nsrvice was rendered by four 
young Bandsmen who provided musi- 
cal accompaniment to all the singing. 

Colonel Morehen started the pro- 
ceedlnga with an old song to the tune 
of Hyfrldnl. My didn't those men 
Slug! It seemed as if they v^-ore 
really glad to he relieved of their 
instruments for a day and to be free 
for a real good vocal exercise. The 
wholehearted singing was a teattiro 
of the day; again and again It was 
remarked upon by the Commissioner 
and others. 

An Inspiring Audience 

The opening exercises were brief 
and bright, and the Commissioner was 
soon on his feet.

—two marches, two selections and ii 
Kong arrangement. 

Journal No. 971 is u march, "Joy 
of Heart." by Adjutant Dramwell 
Coles. Here is a lilting B-S marcb, 
written primnvily [or parade use. but 
wbich will prove useful tor Feativnl 
occasions also. Tbe metronome indi- 
cation— crochet 104— should be strict- 
ly adhered lo in order that the music 
will sather that rhythmic swinp; 
which a mari^h ot tliis character calls 
for. 

HKircbes arc bcine utterly ruined 
iu aouie (luarters by tbe fact that 
they are taken at a break-iiecl^ speed 
and consequently lose in clarity and 
rhythm. There are some marches 
which can suiiul a fairly Sood tempo, 
hul marches built for a steady, 
rhythmic, swinRiiig .■stride such as 
this, are utterly spoilt by Daiuluias- 
tora alJowing tbe Band to run away 
with them. If you have seen ibd 
easy, swinKinjc; marching of the 
Guards Bands in I.,ondon. yo\i will 
know the sort of tempo desirnl tor 
this march. 

Bands in tlii.s Territory which can 
play a marcb at a well-controlled 
tempo are few and far between. 
Why is it? So many of our Band- 
mnstera seem to think that to fling a 
march at a long-suffering public at a 
dizzy tempo will stampede them into 
I'cstawies. It may. tbe uon-musica! 
folU. but you ean'i deceive yoar mu.'ii- 
eianly public. 

Composers have :i rit'lit to obedi- 
I'liec so far as their tempo iiistruc- 
Tiou.s ar(» tioiu'crntMl as well as thci]' 
many other inslniclions on the Full 
Score. Don't rob tbein of their due. 

No. 972 is a ■select ion, "tlcthsc- 
mane," by Stall'-Captain W. Kitchinp. 
This iw a piece of a meditative nature. 
The vocal items used include "TbHl 
wa.s my Lord." "Oh, nememher" and 
"TboughtK about Calvary." 

The first two are generally well- 
l;nowii.

SOLDIER 

Brother "Dad" Schuster 

The Angei of Death has at last re- 
moved from our midst our oldest Sol- 
dier in the person of Brother 
.Schuster. Following a stroke which 
laid him aside for six weeks, he 
peacefully passed away on Sunday 
afternoon, March 25th, at the age of 
eighty-one years. During this time 
he was often visited by our Officers 
and other comrades of the Corps, and 
although practically unable to speak, 
pave evidence of the fact that he had 
no fear of death, and to those who 
stood at his bedside, whispered that 
he was "going Home." 

Dad Schu.«ter, as he was familiarly 
called, was loved by all who knew 
him.
